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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
application is free of the prior art, in view of the judgment by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences indicating that Zyzak "was both first to conceive and first to 
reduce to practice the subject matter of the count [i.e., count 1]" and that "priority of 
invention lies with" Zyzak." 

In addition, the application is free of the prior art in view of the filing of terminal 
disclaimers to overcome the obvious double patenting rejections over applications 
10/606137 and 11/090570; U.S. Patent No. 6989167. 

Applicants' arguments with respect to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 as 
claiming the same invention as that of claim 53 of copending Application 1 0/6061 3, that 
the two claims are not identical subject matter has been considered and is deemed 
persuasive. Claim 53 of copending application 10606137 is not identical is scope to 
claim 10 of the instant application.
